WHY NOT START NOW? 


“Do your Christmas shopping early” 
is a piece of excellent advice which al- 
leged humorists have done their best to 
ridicule into impotence. 

It is good advice, none the less, and 
timely at the present juncture, The alter- 
native is to neglect the Christmas shop- 
ping until the latter half of the month, 
and then plunge into a frenzied scramble 
from which the distracted shopper is like- 
ly to emerge with anything but the 
Christmas sentiment in mind. 

Early shopping means intelligent shop- 
ping, reap shopping, comfortable shop- 
ping; the selection o ifts to suit the 
purse of the giver and the taste or circum- 
stances of the receiver. Belated shopping 
means grabbing whatever comes handy at 
the moment; and frequently leaves the 
giver wondering what it was he gave and 
the recipient wondering why he made 
such a choice. 

Why not go about the Christmas buy- 
ing as one goes about any other foreseen 
duty, in a sane and deliberate way, doin 
it while there is time to select gifts to su 
each particular case, while the stocks in 
the stores offer the widest possible range 
of choice, and while the clerks have 
plenty of time to display goods? 

Christmas does not steal upon us un- 
awares. Its approach is forekncwn. The 
date of its arrival is certain. And the 
buying of presents is foreknown to be one 
of the chores which must be attended to 
before that date arrives, As in any other 
business of life, the one who attends to 
the matter early is the one who does it 
best. ‘he early buyer gets the most sa- 
tisfaction out of his buying, and gives the 
niost pleasure to those for whom he buys. 


IGNORING THE TOURISTS 

The first annual convention of the 
Canadian association of tourist and pub- 
licity bureaux opened in Winnipeg on Mon- 
day. There were in attendance represent- 
atives of the Department of the Interior, 
the Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na- 
tional railways, and of every province in 
the Dominion—except Alberta. 

That this province should be un- 
represented on such an occasion is surely 
remarkable, and regrettable, No other 
province has greater attractions to of- 
fer to the visitor, none has scenery to 
compare at all with that to be found in 
the great mountain parks of Alberta, and 
to none is it more important that atten- 
tion be called to the beauty spots which 
await the traveller, 

With the grandest mountain scenery 
in the world to show the tourist, Alberta 
has not kept pace with some of the other 
yrovinces in seeking to arouse his interest. 

at has been a mistake, and it accounts 
in large measure for the fact that tourist 
traffic pours through some of the less 
favored provinces every year in a volume 
that is never approached in Alberta, 

This lack of effort may be explained 
in part because hitherto Jasper park has 
not been available to the tourist who 
travels by motor car. But the Jasper 
highway is now in course of construction, 
and the parks in the southern part of the 
province are and have been for years 
reachable by well-constructed and r- 
manent highways. It is time for the Pro- 
vincial Government, the railways, and pri- 
vate interests to unite in giving Alberta's 
attractions the measure of publicity they 
deserve, 


CANADA'S BIGGEST PROBLEM 


The major problem that confronts the 
people of Canada today is what to do with 
the western wheat crop. 

Not only so; it is publicly admitted, 
recognized and proclaimed to be the ma- 
jor problem in quarters where, according 

western notions, the national import- 
ance of the crop is not usually rated at 
full value, 

If anyone is disposed to doubt this, he 
has only to secure a copy of almost any 
issue of almost any of the Montreal, Tor- 
onto, Halifax, or Vancouver papers pub- 
lished during the last fortnight. 

The front pages of these papers have 
been “plastered” day after day with scare- 
headed articles dealing with the wheat sit- 
uation, the position of the wheat pools, 
the trip of the western premiers, and the 
chances that the federal Government 
would or would not do something to sell 
the wheat or relieve the growers. And 
their editorial pages have canvassed all 
the possibilities of the question and em- 


With all the evil effects that have fol- 


lowed, the slump in wheat prices has ac- | 


complished one good result, It has 
brought home to the Canadian publie in 
all sections a sense of the tremendous 
power the western wheat crop exerts in 
shaping economic conditions from coast 
to coast. All Canada is ringing with 
declarations that, more than by any 
other factor, the general welfare of the 
nation is determined by the amount of 
wheat the west has to sell and the price 
it gets for it. 

When parliament re-assembles after 
the New Year it will meet in an atmos- 
phere charged with an altogether unusual 
sense of the vital necessity of framing the 
national peer. with a view to findin 
markets for the two or three hundred mie 
lion bushels of wheat the west must ex- 

rt every year at profitable prices if 

anada is to see prosperity, That this is 
a vital consideration was never so clearly 
recognized and so freely expressed as at 
the present time. 

What they are going to do about it is 
the question which the members of par- 


liament ought to be asking themselves * 


just now. More than it needs any other 
one thing, Canada needs customers abroad 
for its wheat, the wheat that it has on 
hand and the wheat it will grow next year 
and in following years. What does par- 
liament propose to do to open up new mar- 
kets and to stimulate larger sales in mar- 
kets where we have been temporarily 
crowded out by competitors?

IMPERIAL BANK ANNUAL REPORT 

In view of the unsettled business condi- 
tions which have pertained for the past 
twelve months, the 56th Annual Statement of 
the Imperial Bank of Canada is encouraging. 

The statement covers the period as be- 
tween October 31st, 1929, and October 4\st, 
1930, It reflects, therefore, twelve months of 
admittedly backward business conditions in 
Canada. The report of the Imperial Bank of

a year ago, while liquid assets show an im-

Tradition tells all sort of wondertul things 
of the adventurous childhood of Oliver Crom- 
well, There is a Hon that in 1604 the Duke 
of York, later to be Charles I,, was taken to 
Hinchinbrook, the estate of Oliver's grand- 
father, where the youngsters, Oliver, five, and 
Charles, four, quarelled and fought, with 
Oliver prophetically victorious, 

Another tradition has it that on another 
occasion a pet monkey belonging to the grand- 
father seized the infant Oliver and carried 
him to the roof, but miraculously brought him 
down again. Still another has it that he came 
very near to being drowned, only being saved 
by the intervention of a curate who in later 
days announced he very much regretted the 
rescue. And there are numerous accounts of 
his adventures in robbing apple orchards and 
dove-houses. 

Most interestin 
tales of his nightly visions and prophetic 
omens. For instance, there was the story of 
the festival at Huntingdon Grammar school 
The pupils acted a fantastic allegorical com- 
edy called “Lingua,” in which the characters 
represented the tongue and the five senses, 
Oliver is said to have played the part of Touch 
chiefly because he pleaded so hard to be given 
it.

According to the Rev, Mark Noble, Oliver 
announced one morning that during the ey 
a gigantic figure had come and opened the 
curtains of his bed and told him that he 
should be the preavest person in the kingdom. 
This figure did not, however, tell him he 
would be king, 

His father, Robert Cromwell, strongly re- 
proved him for this folly, It was downright 
wicked of Oliver to make such assertions, he 
said. Dr. Beard, a clergyman of moderate 
Puritanic leanings who presided over the 
Huntingdon Grammar school, ikewise took 
his pupil to task, 

otwithstanding the views of his elders, 
Oliver is said to have held stubbornly to his 
aay? The outcome was that he was flogged 
by Dr. Beard at the request of Robert Crom- 
well. Even this did no £004. Oliver said no 
more to his father and teacher, but he rela- 
ted the circumstances more than once to his 
favorite uncle, Stewart, 

It was impossible for either Dr. Beard or 
Mr. Caldwell to envision a great future for a 
boy whose chief propensity was to get into 
mischief. However, Oliver's nocturnal visitor 
if he had one--certainly spoke the truth, 
He not only became the greatest person in the 
kingdom, but in many ways the greatest in 
English history.

Second, we must remember 
that difficulty tends to gener- 
ate new powers or at least to 
call snto action latent powers. 

The cowardly grovel in the 
presence of diffieulay; the 
courageous grow under the 
challenge of difficulty. 

Third, we must make full 
use of our reserves of endur- 
ance, 

Every man of mettle has 
had the experience of discov- 
ering unsuspected reserves of 
endurance in the face of the 
necessity of carrying an un- 
precedented load of work or of 
fighting against unprecedent- 
od difficulties. 

These are, I submit, three 
excellent. counsels for people 
as they face the challenge of 
the current economic situa- 
tion, 

The whole tone of life could 
be lifted and a fresh accession 
of economic enterprise would 
result if we kept our attention 
centred on our amazing re- 
sources rather than on the 
mountain of fictitious values 
that slipped into the sea when 
the market-earthquake took 
place.

Lays Wreath of Flowers on 
Canadian Memorial at 
Vimy Ridge

ARRAS, Nov, 17—From the 
Somme to the Salient, Prime) 
Minister R. B, Bennett, of Can-| 
ada, accompanied by his sister, | 
Miss Bennett, and by Major- 
General Sir Fabian Ware, vice- 
president of the Imperial War 
Graves Commission Wednesday 
traversed the old Canadian bat- 
tlefields 
It was, on Mr. Bennett's part, 
a pilgrimage of homage to the 
Canadian dead who lie in France 
and Flanders—pilgrimage which} 


| 


began at Amiens, where the} 
Canadians held the spear-| 
head in the last drive of the 


Great War, and ended at Ypres, 
where the Bennett party planned 
to spend the night. Today they 
will return to London direct via 
Calais. 

It was a day such as the Cana- 
dian soldiers knew only too well 
in those four years of endeavor 
and death. All through Tuesday 
night a downpour had drenched 
the land. Wednesday morning | 
the rain continued to turn the) 
chalk into mud which clogged 
the feet and made pedestrian 
progress difficult 

Specks of blue sky appeared | 
occasionally only to disappear 
behind heavy clouds. One such! 
bright interlude came during the | 
visit to Vimy Ridge where Mr. 
Bennett laid a wreath of purpie 
pansies and chrysanthemums at | 
the foot of the Canadian me-| 
morial. The wreath bore the in- | 
geripiion: “From the government 
and the people of Canada.” | 

Many Changes | 

Yet it was a tour which re-| 
vealed the many changes of the| 
battlefields. All along the old 
western front—except in certain 
specially preserved sections—the 
tangled desolation which was 
the heritage of war was found 
to be steadily yielding to the, 
work of peace. Where the plough 
has not cut, vegetation covers 
the old scars, and the old devast- 
ed areas of France almost dis-| 
appeared. 

Outside Arras—where formerly 
ran the German line—a wrecked 
building stands in guant re- 
minder. But it is the only ruin 
of the neighborhood. All else 
around is new. The allied and 
the German trenches alike have 
gone. 

The railway sidings these Nov- 
ember days reveal loads of sugar} 
beet rather than shells. On the 
crest of Vimy Ridge—which is 
forever Canada—one may see) 
walled with bags of cement the 
old German and Canadian front 
line trenches only 35 yards apart. 
Along the» parapets the tinhats, 
German helmets, old rifles and 
bits of debris. On the chalk walls 
of the Grange tunnel one may 
read name after name, written 
in pencil, of the Canadians who 
did their bit in that great under- 
ground labyrinth 

But even on Vimy, vegetation 
runs riot and heavy rains tend 
to level the ground. France has 
restored the devastated area! 
with thoroughness. But, where) 
possible, she has recreated the 
destroyed. The hanging Ma- 
donna of Albert fell at last, but 
it fell only to be restored in Re- 
plica, the old design of the 
Madonna having been discovered 
and used again. So once again 
the Madonna of Albert holds out 
in supplication a figure of the} 
Christ child.

Already Extended Once, 
Special Freight May be 
Advanced 


Consideration is being given by 
the Dominion government to a 
further extension of the reducea 
freight rate on Alberta coal mov- 


ing into the central markets of 
Canada, it was learned on good 
authority on Thursday. The ex- 
isting reduced rate is $6.75 a ton 
on such shipments and the pres- 
ent order-in-council makes it ef- 
fective until the spring of 1932. 

No definite information has 
leaked out as to the govern- 
ment’s decision, but it is under- 
stood the entire cabinet looks 
favorably upon the scheme. 

Under the plan the govern- 
ment makes good the amount 
which the railways are out of 
pocket on shipments from the 
west to the eastern markets at 
the reduced rate. 

Should the government finally 
decide to extend the period, Al- 
berta operators will benefit im- 
measurably. Ontario is gradu- 
ally being converted to the many 
advantages of using the Alberta 
product as against the United 
States coal and orders have 
shown a large increase lately. 


Overtime Work In 
Stores Permitted 
During Christmas 


Overtime work in Edmonton 
stores until 10 p.m. on the nights 
of December 20, 23 and 24 was 
authorized by the minimum 
wage board at its special sitting, 
October 29, Walter Smitten, 
Labor commissioner, revealed in 
a letter to the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Employers will only be permit- 
ted to work their clerks overtime 
on the nights mentioned, pro- 
viding that such overtime work 
must be paid for at not less than 
regular rates, Mr. Smitten em- 
phasizes. Any employer work- 
ing his employes overtime on 
these nights must furnish to the 
minimum wage board exgct de- 
tails of overtime hours worked by 
each employe. 

The concession will only be 
granted to employers who file 
application before the minimum 
wage board Mr. Smitten stated. 


C.P. Extension

The new Leduc-Thorsby ex- 
tension of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway is nearing completion, 
stated J. H. Chown, division 
superintendent, Thursday.
